The practice. in this coun- 
try in all cases of the class to 
which the McFarland-Richardson affair 
belongs has been to wander from the moral 
and criminal law of the case and to sub- 
mit the determination of the fssue to pub- 
lic sentiment. The courts, the juries 
and the counsel have all  ient 
themselves to this end. The courts 
have not hesitated to frame their instruc- 
tions to meet the popular view. 
The counsel have not hesitated to har- 
angue the juries through the passions of 
the And the juries have not 
tailed to submussively yield themselves to 
popular clamor and to bring in verdicts 
that drew shouts from the men and wan- 
ton antics from the women. Such were 
the features of the McFarlaad case. The 
public was satisfied, but hardly had they 
expressed their satisfaction when a reaction 
sets in, and, in twenty-four hours, the pop- 
ular opinion is that the murderer should 
have suffered the penalty of his crime. 

This lesson may be of profit to us if 
we will read it aright. It may teach our

Within that time there 
has been no poor white man’s bureat 
established and carried on at an expense 
of twelve millions of dollarsa year. He 
has not had, nor Is be to have, the advan: 
lages of an eaucational bureau at an ex- 
pense to the natéon but little short of that 
of the Freedmen’s Bureau, There has 
been no special legislation for him; there 
is to be none tor him. But States have 
been denied representation, their trade 
and commerce destroyed, their labor sys- 
tems uprooted and their genera! interests 
prostrated in order, as the Philadelphia 
Age declares, to foster and encourage the 
negro population. Large sums have been 
drawn from the national treasury to feed 
and clothe negroes, while white men have 
been uncared for and unnoticed by the 
law-makers. Nor is thie course of action 
likely to be changed or abandoned. At 
the coming Congressional caucus it is 
rather to be enlarged and made more 
compréhensive. A Southern scalawag 
Senator will propose a policy to be incor- 
porated into the law for the better pro- 
tection of the colored people of the 
South and to secure the enforcement ot 
the Fifteenth amendment in the North. 
This will take something o! the shape of 
the bill prepared by Mr. Poon, of North 
Carolina, and declare that all citizens ot 
the United States shall have in the severa! 
States all the privileges and immunities ot 
lite, liberty and property. It will declare 
it unlawful for persons to combine or con. 
spire to violate or hinder or impede any ot 
the rights meant to be secured by the act, 
one of which is to prevent the discharge 
trom employment of any person with 
intent to restrain his free and complete 
exercise of the elective tranchise. 

All this is intended to turther the schemes 
of the Radical party in reference to the 
negro vote of the country. No negro is 
to be discharged from employment beoa use 
he prefers to vote a particular ticket. He 
is to have the iyilest liberty in that re- 
spect. No tarmer, planter or employer ot 
any kind shall be allowed to interfere in 
the slightest with the views, opinions or 
actions of his laborers, So far, so gaod.
